being art the Black Poſts, near Charing-Croſs , the Priſoner began a 
Health To the confuſion of alldouble Hearts, who did not declare them{(elves 
as they meant , which the Deceaſed interpreting to be meant of him, 
tiew into a violent Paſhon, and gave very groſs language, which rhe 
Ma'or not being longer able to endure, drew, as likewiſe the Cap- 
tain,but nor being ſuffered to hurt each orher , they went from 
thence to the Croſs K:ys Tavern ,: where the hear continued ſo 
that the Deceaſed ſtruck the Priſoner with his Cane, where- 
upon they lefr the Houſe, and within three hours after mer 
by Clarendine houſe, where they drew upon cach other; 
and made ſeveral Paſſes : And the Caprain, *ere ahy could come 
up to part them; was run into the Belly and but at the Back : 
and had recciy'd, another Wound in his Back of which the 
next Morning he Dyed: Bur the Evidence being no wayes 
able to prove a former Gradge or prip:»ſe Malice, the Jury found 
him Guilty of Manf{a»gh!er, 
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 Fobn Sadler , A Bailiffs follower Receiv'd his 'Tryal for 
Murdering a Girl abour 13 years af Age, onthe 24th of December 
laſt, ar Ratchiff: Which Inhuman Barbarity was acted, as follow- 
eth. He being a Lodger or Inmate to one Lattice Wigington, 
2 Semptreſs, who Inſtructed Children in that Myſtery: The 
Deceaſed , as ſhe pretented, having w:onged her of ſome trivial 


 Summ of Moneys, - and being her. Apprentice , with whom not 


long . before ſhe had 5 pounds. She gor rhe Priſoner ro help 
give her Corre&tion, who ty'd up the Child by the Wriſts, and 
with whip-cords, after he had ſtrip'd her; bear her 3 or 4 hours, 
ſtill rubbing the Wounds with Salt : And the Woman who was 
Condemn'd the laſt Seſſions for the fame Murder, ſtop'd her 
Mouth. with an handkercher, leſt the' Nejighbovirs ſhould piry 
her out-Cry for the hard cruel uſage : -.In three dayes ſhe dyed: 
whereupon the Priſoner fled : byr being taken, upon his Iryal, 
was found Guilty of wilful Murder. * - 

| Iſaac Smith was tryed, for that he, in the Company of 
Two more , on the 24rch ot Faxnazy 1680. ſtole eighteen pair 
of Fuſtian Drawers from one Richard Filer 1n Little Saint Barthol- 
mews. The Proof being plain againſt him, he was found guilty 
to the Value of 10 /. Ss | 

Robert Rong a Sailer was Indicted for ftealing an Hundred Pic- 


_ ces of Bight, being the Coin of Spazy, 'out of a Boar : his Plea 


was thar being Shipwracked about 2 Leagues from Shore , the 
Maſter and Thirteen men more putting ſeveral Baggs of Money 
into the Long Boat , ſtood from ſhore, where, in that Confuſion 
this Money being left behind, he converted it to. his Uſe, but 
upon demand, made it uy, and delivered it again : which nor be- 
ing contradicted by rhe Evidence, he was. acquitted. 

Mary Naples was Indicted for Murthering her Male Infant, bur it 
being proved ſhe had a Husband, ir was not compreherded in the 
Statute-of King Fames, provided for. the preventing lude women 
from Murthering their Baſtard Children, ſo the was found not 
Guy. . i, | | 

Thomas Cranvil, Mary Cranvil, Elizabeth Hurſt, Elizabeth Siope, 
were Indicted for bxeaking open the Houſe of Richard Rawlins, and 
taking from thence goods, to the value of z or 4 pounds. And a- 
oain Indicted for breaking open the Houſe of Thomas Sims , in the 
Pariſh of White Chappel,, of both which Robberies , they were all 
found Guilty, except Mary Cranvil, who was not LL by Law 
to comit any Felony in, the preſence of her Husband,.

1, Was Tryed {or taxing a Gold Chain 
from off her Maſters Childs Neck, valued ar 4 /. fome of which ſhe 
ſold ro a Goldſmith, and another pact delivered to her Mittreſs,fay- 
ing the found it in the Fire, bur the place where ſhe had fold part 
ot it being found, the Fact was plain,and ſhe found Guilty. ' 


' - "Samuel Smith, living in St. Martivs Lane, was Indicted for Rayiſh- 


ing one Der0thy Paſmer, a Girl about 11 years of Age, which accord- 
ing to the Evidence of the Girl was thus, he being her Grandſarhers 
Apprentice, who is a Harneſs maker, on tae 24 Of Fanuary lait, the 
going there when all the Family excepr rhe Priſoner were abroad, he 
got her into a great Chair, and forced her, giving to boot the foul 
Diſeaſe, which upon ſcarch was found upon him, of' which the Girl 
complained not of tif two days after, when he being Apprehended 
and carried before a Masiltrate, confeſſed the FaQ, bur it nor. be- 
ing known whether the Girl did conſentor nor, and fome other nice 
point ii Law, he was foune nor Guilty. SH SED 

Fohs Bully,alias Edwards, a Popiſh Prieſt, was brought to the Bar 
in order to his Tryal, - the Witneſs for the King bein ready, bur up- 
on the reading his Iiditment, he delivered a ſpecial Plea:Signed by 


Edward Saunders, Counſellos at-Law, by which he defired he mighr 


ſtand it, certaining that he:had:formerly been Tryed for the fame 
FaCt ar Laxcaſter, and thar he having been then acquitted, had not 
taken any Orders from rhe See of Rowe fince,and in the famm deny'd 
that he was a Prieſt, whereupon he was Ordered to be continued 
till nexr Sefflons.

John Ba'y and Tho. Mace were Fryed for a notorious Burglary and 
Fellony by them commirred abour » years ſince upon the Houſe of 


Peter Yakeny inthe Pariſh of Stepry, where they in the Company of 


one Mathes, who now diſcovercd them, ſetup a Laddet to a window, 
and opening the Cafement, entred and took from thence about 200 
Yards of Farindines and Morenas, to the yalue of 50 /. ro which 
one of them, 12. the latter Pleaded Guilty, and rhe former, upon 
full Evidence where they had fold them ro a Broker who lived in 
Long-lane, was Convitted of the Fellony and Burglary. 

Mary Smith was Tryed for that ſhe on the 12 of 7a»»4ry laſt came 
into the Houſe of Thomas Burt hetimes in the Morning, and pre- 
tending to be a Neighbours Maid, detired ro Light a Candle, when 
watching her opportuniry, ſhe ſtole Lace and Linnen to a confide- 
rable value, as likewiſe another Inditment upon the fame account 
for ſtealing a Silver Cup: And likewiſe a third time Indicted for 
Stealing, a Hat by the dexterous way of Glimmering, or pretending 
to Light a Candle, of all which ſhe was found Guilty. 

R chard Eaton received his 'Fryal; for Robbing a Ship lying at

Coffee-houſe, near Temple-Bar, and for diſparaging the Kings Evi- 
dence, ſaying there was flo Popiſh Plor, bur a Presbyrerian Plot, and 
that Sir t4monabury Godfrey was Murthered by the Presbyterians, 
bur rhe Evidence not being in readineſs, he was deferred for another 
time. Its ſaid he has.a Penſion of 20 5s. a week allowed him to go 
coverers of the Plot. 
Dorothy Mills, was Tryed for ſtealing ſeveral parcels - of goods; 
from her Miſtris, as Linnen, Woollen and Peuter, and upon prooff

chillineſs, to which he anſwered he was, whereupon ſhe replyed, 
what one of my Lord 3e/aſis Gentlementhis anſwer was Yes,and had 
been ſoever ſince 4pr-/ laſt,ar 4 5. 644 week, which he received from 
a Muſter-Maſter in the Towers And that there were 3o or 40-00 
in Pay, Expeding Orders every day to fall upon the Proteſtants, 


was Mews. Forthis he was apprehended : but upon his Tryal, He
